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to blame him when the economic facts are 
not to its taste. It is blaming the Irish 
employer to-day because the conditions of 
industry and the general fall in prices 
necessitate’ an all-round reduction of 
wages» The railway companies, whose 
peculiar position we explained yesterday, 
have been compelled to take the lead, and 
other employers, public and private, may 
be compelled to follow. It seems that 
Irish Labour intends to offer an organised 
resistance to such reductions. Mr, Foran 
is disposed to force the issue. He thinks 
that Labour ought to bring matters to a 
head immediately, and he predicts for an 
early date “one of the greatest industrial 
upheavals’’ that have ever taken place in 
Ireland. We hold that, if Irish Labour 
adopts this policy, it will be fighting a 
hopeless cause. The amount and occasion 
of the proposed reductions are matters 
for discussion and compromise ; but it is 
certain that, unless reductions are made, 
Irish trade and industry will be unable to 
“carry on.” A general striké flow must 
have two disastrous resulis. In the first 
place, it would spell economic ruin for 
Labour and Capital alike—unemployment 
for the one ‘and, if the fight were pro- 
longed, bankruptcy for the other. In. the 
next place, it, would embarrass, if it did 
not shatter, the. present negotiations for 
political settlement. ‘Every Irishman: and 
every Irishwoman, therefore, have an 
urgent and twofold interest in the crisis 


industrial upheaval” at one of the most 
delicate and most fateful moments in Irish 
history. 

We do not care even to think about 
the harmful effects of the proposed strike 
on the political negotiations. For the 
moment it is enough barely to hint at 


. 


the painful and patient, attempts to estab- 
lish the bond of a common interest, between 
North-East Ulster and the South. Labour 
has an enormous responsibility in this 
matter, and we hope that it will give 
careful study to every aspect of that 
responsibility before it starts a campaign 
that might plunge the whole country. back 
into agony and strife. Even if it conld 
expect to make a successful] fight against 
wage reductions, it ought to be ready to 
make some sacrifice in the cause of political 
settlement. The employers, too, have their 
responsibilities, and the political leaders 
have the special responsibilities ..that:.go 
with the authority and mfluence which 
they profess to wield. If calamity is to 
be averted, these several responsibilities 
must be fulfilled. Labour and Capital 
must be willing to exhaust the last 
resources of conference. The political 
leaders must intervene with an appeal for 
peace and, if necessary, with a plain state- 
ment of the, perhaps, fatal effects of 
industrial warfare on the political negotia- 
tions. We believe that, if all parties are 
guided by reason and patriotism, an 
arrangement can be reached which, if not 
satisfactory for all, will be at least toler- 
able. Problems which are not immediately 
soluble ought to be postponed until a 
national Legislature can discuss them in 
the clear light of Trish conditions and 
needs. Labour must admit the necessity 
of wage reduction and Capital must do its 
best to temper the wind to the shorn lamb. 
The Trades Union Congress complains 
bitterly of unconscionable “ profiteering ”’ 
in certain articles of food. We feel that 
there is ground for this complaint and that 
it ought to be investigated immediately 
by a tribunal. or tribunals, that will 
command general confidence. Public 
opinion cannot keep wages at the war 
level, but it can insist that the working 
classes shall get the full benefit of the 
fall in the cost of living.

The British Navy. 


Little that was new emerged from last 
night's debate on the Navy Estimates. The 
Admiralty’s programme has been revised 
since it was discussed in March, but only 
in matters of detail. At the present time 
there are thirty-eight capital ships on the 
effective list and twenty of them are in 
full commission. Eight battleships—Her- 
cules, Colossus, Neptune, St. Vincent, 
Collingwood, Temeraire, Bellerophon, and 
Superb—which carry only 12-inch guns. 
are to be relegated to the scrap-heap, and 
will be replaced by four new battle-cruisers 
of the Hood class. The Battle of Jutland 
revolutionised the science of naval archi- 
tecture and demonstrated the value of the 
big gun, and every naval Power has over- 
hauled its fleet in the light of that ex- 
perience. In the United States one new 
Dreadnought, armed with 16-inch guns, has 
been completed and eleven others are under 
construction. Two years hence they will 
be in full commission. Japan hopes to 
have eight of these enormous floating forts 
ready before the end of 1925, and her 
building programme provides for eight 
more at the end of 1928. “Compared with 
these schemes Britain's is exceedingly 
modest. Indeed, it is open to question 
whether the Admiralty has not taken an 
undue risk. Before the war both the 
Government and the people insisted that 
Britain’ safety required the maintenance 
of a “two-Power standard” Nayy. With 
the defeat of Germany the need of such 
overwhelming strength disappeared, and 
last year the “‘one-Power standard ” was 
adopted. Now there is a prospect that 
the strength of the British Navy thay be 
inferior to that of America. 

Colonel Amery, who opened the debate 
ou behalf of the Government, admitted 
that the curtailment of the building pro- 
gramme to four capital ships contained a 
certain element of risk. He justified it, 
however, on two grounds, First of all, 
there is the country’s financial plight. A 
mountain of debt hangs round its neck 
and threatens to strangle it. The expen- 
diture on naval armaments must be re- 
duced to the minimum that is compatible 
with national security. The experts of the 
Admiralty have reviewed every detail of 
the situation, and in their opinion—the 
only opinion which the country will aecept 
without reserve—it would be highly 
dangerous not to provide the four capital 
ships which they demand. The standard 
upon which their estimate is based is that 
the British Navy, in conjunction with 
those of the Dominions, must be acwjuate 
to safeguard the Empire and our seaborne 
supplies against any reasonable calculable 
risk. In deference to the country’s finan- 
cial position they have strained that 
standard to a certain extent. Yet Mr. 
Asquith led an attack against the Esti- 
mates. He had ‘grave doubts as to 
whether it was necessary or wise to em- 
bark upon the construction of capital 
ships.”’ How can he reconcile this atti- 
tude with his statement that America is 
well ahead of us so far as destroyers and 
submarines are concerned?. He seems to 
think that, because America is at the 
other side of the Atlantic, we ought to con- 
centrate our attention upon the pro- 
grammes of European Powers. A war with 
America, of course, is ‘“unthinkable”’ ; 
but a strong British Navy is one of the 
surest guarantees for the world’s peace. 
The second, and main, ground upon 
which Colonel Amery justified the Ad- 
miralty’s policy was the danger of action 
which might be interpreted as a challenge 
to a wasteful competition in armaments, 
In that respect Britain’s hands are clean. 
Mr. Lloyd George, or whoever is chosen to 
represent her, can go to the Washington 
Conference and point to the modest reply 
that she has made to the American and 
Japanese programmes as an earnest of her 
good faith in desiring a general cuprtail- 
ment of armaments. He can say also 
that he speaks for the Dominions. A few 
weeks ago the Dominion Premiers dis. 
cussed the whole problem of naval policy. 
They agreed that the closest co-operation 
between the mother country and Canada, 
Australia, «and New Zealand was neces- 
sary ; but they declared that the extent of 
that co-operation must be determined by 
the several Parliaments corcetned. In 
other words, they decided that nothing 
could be done pending the Washington 
Conference and that the wholo naval policy 
of the Empire must be recast in accordance 
with the agreements which emerge from 
it. The one note of criticism sounded 
during the debate which seemed to be fully 
justified concerned the Admiralty’s failure 
to make the best possible use of its own 
dockyards. Tenders are to be invited for 
the construction of the new battle-cruisers 
because the Royal. dockyards are not 
equippéd for work on such 4 “large scale,

Municipal Reform. 


At its next meéting the Dublin Cor- 
poration will discuss certain proposals for 
administrative reform. They have been 
prepared by a committee appointed ad hoc 
and their aim is a general simplification 
of the municipal machine. The report 
suggests, that.the City Council shall meet 
more frequently and that the number of 
its committees shall be reduced. At 
present the Council’s administrative work 
is divided, on no very clear plan, between 
eight standing committees and nine special 
committees. It is proposed that the number 
shall be reduced to six, one of which will 
co-ordinate and supervise the work of the 
other five—a sort of Council of Treland in 
relation to five minor Parliaments. The 
report recommends also an amalgamatiqn 
of the Treasury and Rates Departments. 
These suggestions are not drastic. They 
leave untouched the really argent problem 
of civic administratioi—namely, the mak- 
ing of economies that will afford sub- 
stantial relief to the over-burdened 
ratepayers. If the report is adopted, 
however, a beginning will have been made, 
and we shall welcome the Corporation's 
action as an earnest of more radical 
reform. Some of our City Councillors 
seem to believe that the Corporation is 
often unfairly criticised and that in the 
view of a section of the community—the 
largest ratepayers—no good thing can come 
out of it. Of course. they are quite wrong. 
There is no prejudice against the Cor- 
poration as such, but there is a strong 
prejudice against wasteful and inefficient 
management of the city’s affairs. We shall 
watch the activities of the promised spirit 
of reform with keen and sympathetic 
interest. 


Films for Russia. 


Uniform disaster seems to dog the heels 
of Russia’s Bolshevist Government. One 
of its schemes was the futtherance of 
education by the use of the cinematograph. 
With this object it decided to purchase 
in the United States 11,000,000 feet of 
films and 2,500 cameras. It selected as its 
agent one Giacomo Cibrario, a young 
Italian, and authorised him to draw 
against a sum of £250,000 in the National 
City Bank of New York. Cibrario is now 
under arrest in that city, and, if the 
charges against him are true, the Soviets 
have found in him a broken reed. Before 
he picked up the profitable engagement in 
Moscow he was a bank clerk in London 
at 50s. a week. Sworn affidavits declare 


in the New York bank and that not a foot 
of film or a single camera has reached 
Russia. Cibrario is charged specifically 
with misappropriation of £34,000. 
The Soviet representatives allege that he 
created a dozen corporations, to which he 
sold obsolete cinema apparatus, afterwards 
repurchasing it for the Russian Govern- 
ment at greatly increased prices. When 
he was arrested he was living in the height 
of luxury and had twe costly motor cars.

Mr. Amery explained in detail this even- 
ing the reasons which had induced the 
Government to proceed with the building 
of four new capital ships to replace vessels 
rendered obsolete by the advance in naval 
armamefits. There was, he explained, no 
question of entering into competition with 
other Powers, but cognisance had to .be 
taken of the fact that other Powers were 
engaged on the construction of vessels in- 
comparably more powerful than anything 
afloat at the Battle of Jutland. While the 
United States were contemplating the con- 
straction of twelve super-engines of war, 
each of 43,000 tons, we had only ono post- 
Jutland battleship built or building. 

So far from throwing out a challenge, the 
Board of Admiralty might well be open to 
the charge of allowing the British Navy to 
fall below the standard of other Powers. 
It was a risk only justified by the general 
financial situation and the desirability of 
avoiding any steps that would invite fresh 
competition in armaments on the eve of a 
conference whose object was to avoid such 
competition. The new ships, which were 
to be armed with 16in. guns, would, he 
stated, be let out to tender. 

Mr. Asquith advocated the postpone- 
ment of any commitment as to naval 
policy until after the Washington Con- 
ference. To spend thirty millions on 
capital ships at this moment was a 
very grave matter. That all admirals 
did not think alike was evident from the 
speeches that followed. While Admiral 
Sueter adopted the line taken by Mr. 


Asquith in urging postponement, Admiral 
Adair had grave doubts whether our 
nóg naval programme was sufficient 
or_oyr needs. Mr. George Lambert ridi- 
culed the idea of the Prime Minister's going 
to Washington as a dove of peace while 
thé nation he represented was engaged on 
the construction of four post-war super- 
Dreadnoughts. 

The debate was concluded by Mr. 
Churchill in a strong speech supporting 
the Government's policy of proceeding 
with the building of first-class post-war 
ships. The great point he made, and one 
which was received with a roar of approval, 
was that we ought to be placed in such a 
position as would enable us to go to 
the Washington Conference not as a sup- 
pliant for reduction, but as an equal 
partner. 

It appears to be by no means settled vet 
whether the Prime Minister will go to 
Washington for the Disarmament Confer- 
ence to be opened there, it is hoped, on 
Armistice Day. His present intention is 
to go to Scotland at the end of this month 
for a prolonged holiday, of which he is 
in much need. His later plans, it*is 
significantly stated, will depend largely 
upon the course of the Irish negotiations. 
If these end favourably his presence will, 
I imagine, be pana í at the opening of 
the next session of Parliament to begin 
at the end of November, or the beginning 
of December, and that would Jeave little 
time for the American visit. A question 
like international disarmament can hardly 
be disposed of in a few days.

AUTHORITATIVE STATEMENT. 

Reuter’s Agency is informed that rts from 
Athens to the effegs that. the British Govern- 
ment has departed,either directly or indirectly, 
from the policy of complete neutrality which it 
has consistently pursued in the quarrel hetween 
Greece and Turkey are wholly unfounded. The 
British Government has not the slightest in- 


backs of its Allies, or of supporting one side 
or the other. 

The statement that Great Britain is in favour 
of a Greek advance on Constantinople is 
characterised as absurd, and exactly the reverse 
of the truth. Indeed, the Greek Government 
has been warned by the Allies that an advance 
on Constantinople would not be tolerated. No 
ground exists for believing that the Greek Go- 
vernment contemplates any such advance, which 
would bring Greece into conflict with the Allied 
Army of Occupation.

r. Austen Chamberlain, in reply, said that 
there was a total of Supplementary Estimates 
of all kinds of, roughly, £68,500,000, and Sir 
Donald Maclean suggested that the House had 
had no opportunity of discussing that. Of that 
sum £28,500, were new services. and 
£28,000,600 had been fully discussed by tho 
House im connection with legislation, though 
not an Supply. Of Fetimates not for new ger- 
vices there were £40,000,000, and of those 
£38,500,000 had been discussed. Abnormal Sup- 
plementary Estimates were not to be avoided 
in the abnormal times through which we had 
been passing. Out of the £68,000,000, £36,000,000 
were for the railways, £50,000,000 being part of 
the sum which the House had agreed to pay, 
and had discuesed at length on the Railways 
Bill, to the railway companies in satisfaction of 
their claims against the Government under the 
war agreement. ‘There were £6,000,000 of de- 
ficit under the same agreement due to the 
particular circumstances of this year. Twenty 
and a half million pounds were in connection 
with, or in pursuance of, the legislation which 
the House had passed with regard to the Corn 
Production Act. The important thing to observe 
was that, although technically not before the 
House in the form of Estimates, the great mass 
of the money affected by the resohition had 
been amply discussed by the House, which had 
deaded that the money should be expended, 
and this was a mere technical application of the 
decision already taken.

salaries, wages, and conditions of service. 
“ Expenditure under these heads would in 


any event have increased considerably during 
the period in question by reason of the reduced 
purchasing power of money; but what has hap- 
pened under control was that the rates of re 
muneration and conditions of service were placed 
upon a level above that which the company 
could afford, and, notwithstanding the increases 
which were made in rates and fares, the Govern- 
ment have had to pay large sums in order to 
enable the work of. the railway to be carried on 
without severe reduction in the dividend. 

“On August 15 all this assistance from the 
public purse will cease, and the company will 
have to begin to curtail their expenditure. 
Many of the existing conditions of service will 
have to be revised, and reductions will have to 
he made in the number of employés, as also in 
the rate of their remuneration. 

“It is not yet possible to communicate the 
exact extent of these changes to the staff he. 
cause of the uncertainty as to whether the Trish 
Railway Bill (which is to settle the large claims 
of the companies against the Government) wil] 
be passed by Parliament; but meanwhile I am 
authorised to state that it is the directors’ in- 
tention to effect the necessary reduction of 
salaries and wages in a gradual manner, and 
that the rate paid on the line shall, broadly 
speaking, be at least gs good as those on any 
other Irish railway, while no condition of ser- 
ae shall be less favourable than before con- 
trol.

‘** PROFITEERING ” IN. FOOD. 

The Irish Labour Party and Trade Union 
Congress entered upon the. third day of its 
seasion in the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday 
morning, when the first subject dealt with wae 
that the cost of living in Ireland. Mr. 
TLomas Foran, President, presided. 

COST OF LIVING IN IRELAND. 

The report of the Labour Perty showed that 
the cost of living at present was 178 per cent. 
over 1914, against the Board of Trade 132 per 


cent. 

Mr. McCormack (Dublin) cortended that the 
cost. of living was at. least, 175 per cent. over 
pre-war. The price of cattle was ddwn to pre 
war standard, but the workers did not get the 
benefit of the reduction. Present wages only 
gave the workers a decent livelihood at the cost 
of living in 1914. 


Mr. Tobin (N.U,R.) complained that 
“ profiteering ” had been carried on to a shock- 


ing extent during the war. He pointed te the 
prices of potatoes and milk, the increase in the 
latter being attributed te shortage consequent 
on the drought. Mr. Tobin held that the sup- 
posed shortage existed only in the minds of the 
cowkeepers, created by a “ring ” to fleece 
workers. The‘ profiteers"’ were squeezing the 
money out of the pockets of the workers, and 
accumulating such large fortunes as enabled 
them to pay £4,000 or £5,000 for public-houses 
or luxurious suburban residences and motor 
cars. 
Miss Bennett said that what was really being 
asked for for women workers was 32s. 6d. on a 
pre-war basis. If an industry could not pay & 
sufficient wage, then let it go. (Applause.) 
Mr. McPartlin said that the policy of the 
Executive was to oppose all wage reductions.

Mr. Duffy (Drapers’ Assistants) moved a 
resolution demanding recognition of the right 
of every citizen to work and maintenance. and 
that the first charge upon every industry and 
upon the aggregate income of the nation shal! 
be the maintenance of a decent standard of 
livelihood for all citizens who are willing to 
work. He said that unemployment had become 
much more serious then it was last Easter, 
when the last manifesto was issued, and the 
country to-day was faced with the picture of 
130,000 people unemployed, representing a tots] 
population of about 400, people unfed or 
underfed. He attributed this growth of un- 
employment te the capitalist system, which 
stood between the people and the untilled jands, 
the nnworked mills, and the idle factories. 
Miss Moloney (Dublin) seconded the resolu- 
tion. 
Mr. Stewart (Belfast) urged that they should 
make the loca] authorities their servants in this 
matter. If they could not entirely eradicate 
the evil, those who were employed ehould share 
the burden of those who were suffering. 
Mr. Iinehan (Mallow) maintained that to 
remedy the problem of unemployment they 
should have the co-operation of the emploving 
classes. and he thought that a manifesto 
should be issued to those who were in a position 
to mmsist on that cooperation being brought 
about. Fifty per cent. of the tillage of Tre- 
jand had been dropped as the result of the Corn 
Production Samant As. and it wae the duty of 
the Government to step in and have thie reme- 
died. If the farmers would not cultivate the 
lands, let them do what was done in Knock- 
long and Arigna, and take over the lands and 
cultivate them themselyes. (Applause). 
Mr. Kenneally (Cork) referred to the closing 
down of the flour milling industry in the 
South, which he attributed to the enormously 
increased importation of goods that could be 
made just as well at home. He also alluded 
to the extensive “ profiteering ” being prac- 
tised, and urged Congress to see that pot 
alone were the existing industries not allowed 
to lapse, but that there should be a revival 
of those that had heen forced out of existence. 
Mr. Johnson said that the manifesto was a 
challenge to the employing classes, and to the 
country as a whole, to do something to meet 
the coming danger. The country, as a whole 
had refused to take up the challenge or do 
anything whatever to deal with the coming 
trouble. The Labour Party's responsibility 
therefore, had ceased.

FOUR NEW CAPITAL SHIPS.

' “PHE ADMIRALTY'S 
" PROGRAMME. 

The House of Commons yesterday went into 
Committee of Supply on a vote of £11,845,600 
foe the Navy. 5 
Colonel Amery said that the most interest- 
ing question in connection with this vote was 

of thé four new capital ships. The policy 
of laying down four new capital ships had 
already been approved by the Committee, and 
he wished to emphasise that this policy was 
not one of competition or challenge, but simply 
and solely a policy of replacing obsolete ships 
j siveady relegated to the Disposals Board. The 
Grand Fleet, not only ní the actual wear and 
tear of war, but by the experiences of the 
war, bad in a large measure obsolete. 
4 few hours’ actual figating were sufficient to 
revolutionise our ideas aes to armament and 
design of battleships. The lessons of those 
few ra were open to al) the world, and 
other Powers had not beén slow to make use 
of them. At the present moment there were 
under construction whole battle fleets of 
vessela of a type incompatably more powerful 
than anything afloat at the Battle of Jutland.

larger docking or otber accommodation being 
provided for rn other than that already exist- 
ing. The general cost of the ships would de- 
pend on the tenders received, and he could not 
give even an approximate estimate. He hoped 
that they would not cost more than the Hood. 
It depended on future prices. They would all 
have the bulge protection, which had proved 
such a success in practice against torpedo at- 


tack. 
BATTLESHIPS v. SUBMARINES. 

The question of battleships as against sub- 
marines and aircraft had been continuously 
under the review of the Admiralty and their 
experts, and nothing bad emerged from any of 
their investigations to change the broad, gener- 
ally and universally aceepted conclusion that 
the capital ship was still the basis on which sea- 
power must rest. The submarine and the aero- 
plane had not yet reached points of develop- 
ment such as to render surface ships out of 
date. The building slips of the Government 
dockyards were a capable of taking ships of 
the size of the Hood, so that these ships had all 
to be put ont to private tender. There were six 
private slips available. 

HAULBOWLINE TO BE CLOSED. 
The Royal dockyards would be brought up te 
date when the financial situation allowed of it. 
Pembroke would be continued open, but Haul. 
bowline would be closed. 1 am afraid, continued 
Colonel Amery, that further investigation only 
confirms the view that the maintenance of this 
dockyard could not be justified on grounds 
either of economy or efficiency. At least 
{000 would be required to render ii capable 
of undertaking the complete refit even of a light 
cruiser. In its present condition it can only 
be used for minor repairs, and its establishment 
charges are out of all proportion to the total 
work which is, or ean be, done there. The 
local economic dislocation consequent on the re- 
duction, which will be completed by the end of 
the financial year, is to be regretted. The aciual 
peaval base at Queenstown will, of course, be 
‘still maintained. 
NAVAL DEFENCE OF THE EMPIRE. 
The problem of the future naval defence of

SIR JAMES AND THE 
| EMPIBE. 


In a Committee Room of the House of Com- 
mons last evening presentations were made to 
Sir James and Lady Craig. 

To Sir James, the presentation tooks the form 
of a plain solid silver two-handled tray. of 
Queen Anne pattern, upon which was engraved 
“To Colonel Sir James Craig, Bart.,’ D.L., 
J.P., M.P., lately Parliamentary and Financial 
Secretary to the Admiralty, now first Prime 
Minister of Ulster. A loyal colleague, a wise 
counsellor, a faithful friend. ‘Those who knew 
him in both Houses of Parliament wish him 
God-speed.”” 

Lady Craig was handed a ailver writing eer- 
vice, fitted in a leather case, and inside the 
lid was inscribed—* To Lad Craig, wife of the 
first Prime Minister of Ulster, with goodwill 
from friends in both Houses of Parhament. 
August 3rd, 1921. ‘The beart of her husband 
doth sufely trust in ber.’ ” 

Upon the tray presented to Sir James Craig 
were 284 inscribed signatures, 35 from the 
Honse of Lords, and 249 from the House of 
Commons. 

Che presemtation was made by Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain and the Lord Chancellor, and the 
gathering was presided over by Sir Hrnest 
Pollock, who wae supported by Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, Colone!

Sir James Craig was a typical member of a 
very sitgular community. The peculiaritic- 
presented by that community seldom occurred 
In an indigenous population. The Lord Chan- 


céllor reviewed the history of the North of 
Ireland. and went on to say that the peor 
of Ulster bad never failed. in their attachment 


to the people of England, and their loyalty te 
the Constitution and Dynasty had never faltered 
through the ages. The Lord Chancellor re- 
called the various attempts at settlement of 
the Insh question, and remarked that Ulster 
owed the position she Secupied at the present 
time to two remarkable men—Lord Carson and 
Sir James Craic, They had to dea! for ‘a 
period of years with a situation charved with 


electricity. That situation had heen passed 
without surrendering a single principle, and 
that achievement was due, not merely to the 


posseasion of qualities of Statecraft and 
sagacity, but also to the possession of the high 
qualities of courage, principle, and stability. 
They also gimeercly hoped that through the 
realisation of the exertions of Sir James Craig, 
for which he had sacrified so much, Ireland 
would be brought safe into the harbour of its 
aspirations and happiness.

In acknowledging the gifts, Bir James Craic 
said that he appreciated their testimony that 
| day more than anything that had occurred in 
bis life before. What had been said showed 
that Ulster could still rely upon the assistance 
and helpfulness of the British people. “ What- 
ever side people take,” said Sir James, “I re- 
fuse ever to take any side except that of 
Great Britain and the Empire.” Sir James 
said that at the moment it was not advisable 
to say anything of the present ition. A 
very little slim in these times might create a 
great deal of miechief, and on that ground he 
new they would excuse him from probing into 
the realm of lish politics at the moment.

A CONTINGENCIES FUND. 

At yesterday’s sitting of the High Court of 
the Ancient Order of Foresters at Leeds. the 
; questien ef the foundation of a “ Contingencies 
Pund” fer necessitens Courts was discussed. 
‘The annual report ef the Executive Council 
stated that the most important preblem con- 
fronting the Order that day was the necessity 
ef firmly and fully establishing the principles 
of financial stability.

Higit Court that for the purpose of providing 
equality ef security and the permanence of the 
sick and funeral benefits of the members of 
every Court a Central Contingercites Fund

(1) Bach Court te pay with the Executive Coun- 
el am annual contribution equal te five 
| cent. of the total contributions paid te the Court 
Sick and Funeral Fund. (2) Titer each quin- 
i quennial valuation grants to be made to Courts 

whose degree of solvency was shown to be less 
than 20s. in the £. The view of the Executive 
was that. the maim object of the resolution was 
a desirable development, and they submitted 
| proposals to amend the general law.
